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SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 



KIODRAO VITOROVIC, Yugoslav Vioe Consul 
from San Francisco, visited Loa Angeles in 
August and October, 1952 » He contacted T-l, 
of known reliability, a Yugoslav displaced 
person, and he did not reveal hie position 
as Vice Consul of the Yugoslav oovemcnt. 

He offered to give T-l any money he night 
need, but did not actually give him any 
monoy, and in return he desired information 
regarding the Kaoek group in Loe Angeles. 

RAFO IVAKCEVIC, Yugoslav Consul Oeneral from 
Son Francisco, visited Los angcles and Snn 
Pedro, California during the latter part of 
November, 1952. NICHOLAS A. MUICK attempted 
to put through the Articles of Incorporation 
and By-laws for a new Yugoslav Qlub.callM 
the Yugoslav American Civic club, but he was 
unable to do so because the By-laws were con- 
sidered too radical. The last of the Yugoslav 
relief funds collected in the Los Angeles area 
have been distributed. Activities of the 
Slavic Council of Southern California continue 
to diminish. Judge HALL'o decision holding 
that the extradition treaty between Yugoslavia 
and United States is not now in effect and 
ANLRIJA ARTUKOVIC could not be extradited to 
Yugoslavia under this treaty, was an unpopular 
decision in the pro-Tito Yugoslav circles.

I. PRO-TITO ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES 
A. Intelllgonoe Activities 

MIODRAO/ItITOROVIC, Yugoolav Vice Consul frpffl San 
yrunoiaoo, on August 19# 1952 visited T-l, a Yugoslav dis- 
placed person, and VITOROVIC introduced himself W/miLAN 
and said he was from San Francisco. He talked about mutual 
friends in Vienna, sustrla. At this time,Vbe did not furnish 
T-l with hiB last name. V) 

On October 20, 1952, KIODRAO VITOROVIC again 
visited T-l, and at this time requested i - 1 to Join a Cothollc 
Croatlon Church in Los Angeles and obtain information concerning 
the Maock group. He told T-l that thygacek group "is an 
Ohii-Tlto Yugoslav group which is spreading undesirable propa- 
ganda against the Tito Oovemment. VITOROVIC offered to give 
T-l any money that T-l might need, and on being questioned as 
to why he was willing to give T-l money, he merely replied 
that he was a fellow countryman of T-l and for that reason 
would be glad to furnish T-l with any money that T-l might 
need. However, he did not give T-l any money, nor did he 
reveal hla position as Vloe Consul; but he did, however, at 
this time give his last name. 

KIODRAO VITOROVIC during his visit to Loo Angeles' • 
•from October 21 to 24, 1952 contacted also <Beveren^)MIRXO 
AVUISICH, JACJCipESPOL, (br> UR03 fSTAKBUK, PETER JtSAKARDZICH, 
NICHOLAS^ MUIOK, and two other persons not yet identified. 

T-2 stated that Reverend KIRKO VUI3ICH, JACK DESPOL, 
and NICHOLAS MUICK are all known to be friends of the Yugoslav 
Consul at San Pranoisoo, and they arc Additional source* 
of Information for the yugoelav Consulate. T-2 stated that 
Reverend KIRKO VUISICH has a daughter who le employed re a 
eeoretary by the Yugoolav Consul Central at Son Pranoisoo. 

T-2 ia not well acquainted with or. UR03 -STAMM* 

and PETER SAMARDZICH, but from what he has hoard, hs believes 
these persons are pro-Tito Yugoslavs who are useful to the 
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Yugoslav Consul Oeneral. The purpose of VITOROVIC's 
visit to these people Is not known* but from Information 
furnished by T-l and T-2, it is believed that VITOROVIC's 
purpose was to obtain Information concerning aotlvltlss of 
Yugoslavs In the Los Angelos area. 

B. Political and propaganda Activities 

T-3 advised that the newly formed^orloan Clvio 
Club net October 25. 1952. NICHOLAS A, HUICK, the leader of 
It, proposed a set of By-laws and incorporation Artloles, 
and tried to put them through, but was not successful and 
so no By-lawa hove been adopted and the club has not been 
Incorporated. At this. feting, It was deolded, however, that 
the none would bo theJfyugoalav American Civic Club. NICHOLAS 
\A. HUICK, Reverend MIRKO WHICH, KATH&OVACEVICH, and IVO 
(LOPIZICH ore the leaders. According to T-2 or.d T-3, all the 
persono of this olub ore pro-Tito, and are friendly with 
officials of the Yugoslav Conoulote at San Prancloco. 



T-2 stated that no meetings of this olub were held 
In December because of Inclement woather. T-2 further stated 
that this club was formed under the Inspiration ond guidance 
of RAPO/iYANCBYIC, Yugoslav consul General,, and 4jhQt tjie 
purposcW It is to afford a convenient propaganda vehlole' 
for the Yugoslav Government. The By-laws proposed were oonsl- 
dered too radical, according to t-2. 

T-2 advised that RAFO IVANCEVIC oome to Los Angeles, 
Novembor 28, 1952 and otayed at the home of NICHOLAS A. WICK. 
On the evening of the 28th, MATH KOVACEVICH, prominent Yugo- 
slav real estate dealer In Los Angeles, entorfcainod IVANCEVIC 
together with a number of prominent Yugoslav Individuals. 

The main feature of the entertainment was the showing of a 
film, whloh NATH KOVACEVICH had token during his three months 
stay in Yugoslavia, In the summer of 11952. Present at this 
meeting also were (Mr. and Hrei HIKSlRADICH, who had also 
visited Yugoslavia in the Burner of '1952, Both KOVACEVICH 
ond RADICH told the people present that they hod been treated 
well In Yugoslavia, It was observed by T-2 that the movie 
shown by KOVACEVICH lnoluded pictures of RAM IVANCEVIC 's 
relatives and also of WICK's relatives. The movie also 
lncludod pictured of Marshall TITO who had afforded KOVACEVICH 
on audlenoe. 

On November 29, 1952, according to T-*, RAM 
IVAMCEVIC visited Ban Pedro, California in connection with 
a Yugoslav holiday known as "unification Doy\ IVANCEVIC 
while in Ban Pedro attended the celebration held at the 
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Yugoslav Amerloan Club In Ssn Pedro where sons 250 people - 
bad gathered. iVANCgviC made a tollc,and also JOSEPH J. 
RAMINOVICH and VINCl^ftARICH made talks. These latter 
'two Individuals are SfiflXefcapy. and President of tba YUgosla v 
American Club ot San pedro^ . - 4 . 

T-* stated that opinion the^xugosloy 
Aaeploan Club In San Pedro dads' not funotlon as well under 
the leadership of VINCE HARICH V It formerly did under tho 
more conservative leadership of JACK DE3P0L, Both VINCE 
MARICH and JOSEPH J. ZANIHOVICH are regarded by T-* os some- 
what pro-comlnforo, although they are ostensibly friendly 
with RAFO IVANCEVIC , Yugoslav Consul Qeneral. , 



T-2 stated that In August of 1952* MATH KOVACEVICH f 
made a trip to Yugoslavia, and took with him 1300 whioh jms 
given to him by the Yugoslav. relief organisation In Lor 
Ange les cabled Direct Afflefioon Rellof to Yugoslavia /fDARY) . 
This ^300‘Vepresented the remainder of funds collected by 
DARY, KOVACEVICH dlotrlbuted one half of this to needy 
persons In his birthplaos In Yugoslavio, and the other half 
to various other needy persons. In oddition, MATH KOVACEVICH 
took to Yugoslavia money entrusted to him by bis friends in 
Los Angeles, and be distributed this money among the relatives 
and friends of the donors. This money amounted to f5*000. 

T-A stated that in son Pedro, the Yugoslav relief 
organisation wound up Its activities in the foil of 1952 
by spending the remainder of Its funds for oedloal equipment 
whioh It sent to Yugoslavia. Aooordlng to t-A, the Yugo- 
slav oolony In San Pedro did not feel certain that money 
sent to Yugoslavia for relief would actually be spent for the 
needy persons so that this medical' equipment was purchased.--;.. 

No further activities by the Yugoslav relief 
organisation are contemplated.

B. Political nnd Propaganda Activities 

T-5 stated there wos on all Slav pionlo, October 5, 
1952, at 33° South Ford Boulevard, Los Angeles, whioh was 
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sponsored by fch^Slavic Council of Southern California, 

Loss than 250 persons were present in contrast to former 
occasions when well over 2,000 persons used to be on hand 
vfor these occasions. The speaker of the day was SOPHIE 
/tDAVIDSON, Executive Secretary of the committee to Secure 
'Yv Rosenborgs ♦ She mentioned that the

/ tenoe actuallyhad the Atom Bomb by their otm efforts." The 
donations received in connection with this affair were 
considered very small, and T-5 stated that the interest in 
the Slavio Council of Southern California has dwindled to 
the point whero this organisation barely l;eeps functioning* 

T-6 advised the Slavic Council of Southern Cali- 
fornia held its monthly meeting, October X2, 19f;2, at 33OO 
City Terraco Drive, Los Angeles. At this roeet.lng, q motion 
was made to 3end a representative to the ThUKAK Commission 
on Immigration and Naturalisation to protest the provisions 
of the MoCarran Aot. 

T-6 stated the Slavic Council of Southern California 
hold a meeting November 10, 1952 at 3300 city Terrace Drive* 
Los Angeles, and that moot of the meeting was devoted to a 
proposal for this organization to hove u dinner in celebration 
of the fourth year of the Slavic council bulletin, v?The” ' 
jjlayio American News", 

T-6 stated that in 1951 the Slavic Counoil of 
Southern California waB an affiliate of the American Slav 
Congress. The American Slav Congress has been cited by the 
Attorney Coneral as ooming within the purview of Executive 
Order 9635* 

III. MISCELLANEOUS YUOOSLAV ACTIVITIES IN 
THE UNITED STATES

B. Political and Propaganda Activities 
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T-7 odvised that friends of ANDRIJAfARTUKOVIC were 
hoppy that federal Judge PEIRSON M, HALL handed down a 
decision that the extradition treaty between the United States 
and Yugoslavia is not now in effect because it was drawn 
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up between the United stateo and the Kingdom of Serbia 
at whioh time Croatia was a part of the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. This ruling has been appealed by the United 
States Attorney, WALTER 3. B1HH3, to a higher oourt, but 
United states Attorney BXNN3 remarked to the writer that he 
believed the ruling of Judge HALL In this oase might well be * 
sustained as It appeared to rast on a solid legal basis. 

The pro-Tito group In Los Angeles, according to T-2 and T-3# 
resent the opinion handed down by Judge HALL in this ease. 

T-4 stated that RAFO IVANCEVIC, Yugoslav Consul 
Oenerol at San Pranclsco, has Informed the Yugoslavs In 
San Pedro that Judge HALL's decision against the Yugoslav 
Government In the ARTUXCVIC matter was "framed", ond that 
the American Government has deliberately decided not to allow 
extradition of ARTUKCVIC to Yugoslavia, this pclnt of vlow 
as. -circulated. by RAFO IVANCEVIC has gained wide credence 
oinong the Yugoslavs in the Los Angeles area, according to 
T-4. 
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
